Only Lawsuit Can Halt 
Benefits Now; Senate 
Votes Its Approval 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P )—In just 
a few days unless a 
lawsuit 
is 
filed—Ohioans covered by Supple­ 
m ental U nem ploym ent B e n e f i t 
(SUB) contracts will be able to 
collect about 25 million dollars in 
back paym ents. 
The Ohio Senate virtually c lea r­ 
ed the bill Monday, but it must 
go back to the House for concur­ 
rence in a m ajor am endm ent. If 
the House agrees, only Gov. Mich­ 
ael V. DiSalle's signature would 
be needed before the em ergency 
bill becomes law. 
The Ohio Inform ation C om m it­ 
tee, a group of em ployers who op­ 
pose SUB as a forerunner to the 
so-called guaranteed annual wage, 
is considering a lawsuit to block 
release of SUB funds pent up while 
earlier 
lawsuits were 
being 
a r ­ 
gued in the last couple of years. 
The one m ajo r Senate am en d ­ 
m ent to the em ergency bill insures 
that 
SUB-covered 
Ohioans 
who 
have collected SUB illegally in the 
past will not be “ forgiven” those 
paym ents. 
The illegal paym ents — those 
m ade before the state unemploy­ 
ment com pensation adm inistrator 
ruled out sim ultaneous SUB and 
state jobless benefits—total an cs- 
t i rn a t e d $400,000. The Senate

The detector has two alarms 
one which sounds at the control 
box beside the diabetic’s bed at 
the first detection of the shock- 
induced perspiration; the other, a 
remote control buzzer which can he

hospital use, the remote can also 
be geared to switch on a light at 
a nurses’ station. 
“ I worked six months before I 
had a working model, three years 
before I got all the bugs out,” 
Lusk recalled. 
So sensitive was the first model 
that even a passing truck, an air 
plane overhead or a faraway flash

This sensitivity was corrected, 
but the mechanism is still so alert, 
Lusk said, that it reports impend 
mg shock 15 minutes before Mrs.
